Joseph Pope, district secretary of the 
United Mine Workers of America, at 
Belleville, says that the resolutions passed 
by the mine managers Sunday afternoon, 
at Geary’s Hall, East St. Louis, are in- 
operative, as that organization did not 
have the power to carry their resolutions 
into effect. 

“There is no sympathy among the United 
Mine Workers for the contemplated move- 
ment of the managers and examiners,” 
said Mr. Pope. ‘‘Not more than one-third 
of the managers and examiners of the 
State are in the organization, and the most 
they can do is to quit on the several mines 
where they are employed, compelling these 
properties to close down for a few days 
until the vacant places can be filled. There 
are plenty of other competent men hold- 
ing certificates from the Siate, who are 
Waiting for such a chance."’ 

Mr. Pope called attention to the fact 
that the State Examiner was required by 
law to give the mine operators permission 
to have their mines examined for thirty 
days by competent men who do not hold 
licenses as examiners. Mr, Pope said he 
did not regard the demand of the discon- 
tented men as just, and that at the pres- 
ent time the United Mine Workers had 
nothing in common with them. 

The demands of the managers and ex- 
aminers are still undefined, for the reason 
that the Mine Operators’ Association has 
thus far refused to treat with them.

Chairman Foss Explains That We

$50,000 Estate. 


SON OF ARTIST CHARLES HORN. 


BOSTON RELATIVES ARE CON- 
TESTING THE CLAIM. 


Attorney From Topeka, Where the 
Estate Is Situated, Is in St. Louis 
Looking Up History of the 
Artist’s Life Here: 


Attorney John C. Waters of Topeka, 
Kan., in St. Louis, searching for in- 
formation about the late Charles L. Horn, 
who, twenty years ago, was an artist here. 
and over whose estate there is a pecullar 
contest in Topeka. 

The estate is valued at $50,000, $40,000 of 
which is productive réal estate, and the 
balance is in stocks and bonds. It was 
left recently by Mrs. Ross Burns, the 
mother of Horn, and had he survived her, 
he would have inherited all of it, being 
the only direct hetir. 

The contest for the estate is between two 
Sisters of Mrs. Burns, who reside in Bos- 
ton, and Mrs. Charles L. Horn, who is 
fighting for what she claims are the 
rights of her 14-year-old son. She claims 
Horn was the boy’s father, that they were 
legally married, and that the boy is the 
real heir to the estate 

Attorney Waters represents the Roston 
claimants, and his purpose in coming to 
St. Louls is to trace Horn’s life here. 

Iforrn was an art stu@ent here and was 
well-Known to a great many people, from 
whom Mr. Waters hopes to obtain the in- 
formation he seeks. Horn was also a stu- 
deni at Paris for several years. 

He died in St. Louis. A special to the 
Post-Dispatch from Topeka says his mother 
was much attached to him, helped him fre- 
quently in a financial way and nursed hirn 
during his last illness. 

When he died of a cancer his mother set- 
tled up his affairs and returned to Topeka. 
She had steadfastly refused to recognize 
his wife during her stay in St. Louis, ang 
when she returned to Kansas told her 
friends that Mrs. Horn was nothing to her 
and would never get any of her money. 

She told her friends that she did not rec- 
ognize the boy as her grandson and refused 
to have anything to do with him. 

Mrs. Burns left no will and under the law 
the property will go ta the nearest rela- 
tives. The sisters in Boston claimed it, but 
it was. not long before Mrs. Horn appeared 
with her child and set up a claim. 

She took out guardianship papers for the 
boy and employed attorneys. Her attorneys 
are canfident she will win, regardless of 
the testimony of Mrs. Burns’ neighbors. 
who will appear for the Eastern heirs.

THE POWERFUL BASUTOS, 

The dispatches say that the Boers who have sum 
rounded the British at Wepener have thelr backs 
against the border of Basute Land, and that the 
blacks are eager for an opportunity to engage in 
the war. 

The three most formidable tribes in South Africa 
to-day are the Basutos, the Swazis and the Mata- 
beles. Of these the DBasutes are the most power- 
ful, possessing an organization of sufficient strength 
to enable them to resist advances undertaken both 
by the British and the Dutch. They Inhabit a moun- 
tainous region almost inaccessible to a modern army.

The committee, whieh was,y@omposed of 
Dr. McClure, president 6f Lake Forest Uni- 
versity, and Doctors Chichester and Not- 
reported that it had had further cor- 
with Dr. Hillis on the subject 
and that in his second-letter the Brooklyn 
divine had again asked that his n&me be 
erased from-tne rols-of the Presbytery. Dr. 
Hill.s’ first léitter, the oomnilttee “reported. 
allowed for differences of interpretation 
and as circumstances did not admit of the 
proposition that a personal interview be 
held with Dr. Hillis, he was written in re- 
yard to a right interpretation of his letter. 
’r. Hillis’ request, therefore, that he be al- 
lowed to withdraw from the jurisdiction of 
the Chicago Presbytery, was simply a mat- 
ter provided for in the book of discipline.

HE SAID HE SHOT HIMSELF. 


POLICE DO NOT BELIEVE THE 
CASE ONE OF MURDER. 


They Are Sure That His Statement 
Was Not Correct but Do Not Think 
That the Woman Meant to 
Shoot Him. 


CHICAGO, April 16.—The last words of 
Rufus Wright; the millionaire bicycle manu- 
facturer, whom Mrs. Louisa Lottridge is 
accused of having shot Saturday night. 
were: “It was an accident; she did not 
shoot me.” Mr. Wright died yesterday. 
When a doctor was first summoned he de- 
clared that he had himself inflicted the 
wound which proved fatal. 

The police do not believe the chivalrous 
statement of Wright, but they are not in- 
clined to belleve that Mrs. Lottridge shot 
him with intent to kill, although the wom- 
an is owe held pending further investiga- 
tion. hief Colleran, who has made per- 
eona!l investigation of the case, says 

“The woman's statement that Ww right held 
the revolver in his own hand when the 
weapon was accidentally disch: rege dis not 
tenable,” said Capt. Colleran. ‘The posi- 
tion of the wound dierredits this statement.

It is more probable 
that they were engaged in a trifling quarrel 
and that she got the revolver out to support 
a threat as to what she might do. It is not 
my belief that she intended firing it, but 
he, not Knowing her mind, seized’ the 
weapon, and in his efforts to get possession 
of it the eartridge expleded. Thnis is my 
opinion of the shooting, That he held the 
revolver in his own hand, as he so gallant- 
ly asserts, cannot be true.”

I was talking 
to Mr. Wright, when he asked me to show 
him a revolver of which he had epoken 
previously. I refused to do so, and we 
talked on other maiters for a while. I 
remember that finally I went to my valise 
and took out my weapon, and, when he 
saw it, Mr. Wright begged me to throw it 
away, As I remember he tried to take 
the weapon from my hand, and we scuf- 
fied. I stood un and he was sitting on the 
couch. I had hold of the weapon, when, 
With a sudden effort, he tore the revolver 
from my grasp. He fell backward and I 
followed nim. I managed to get hold of 
the butt of the weapon, he holding to the 
xuard, As we struggled the weapon was 
discharged, and, bad ne I felt from the 
liquor I had drank, I could not help cryin 
out in horror when I saw he was sounded 
He fell back on the sofa and gasped that 
he was shot. I laughed hysterically and 
told him he was 1] right.

“I told nim he was dreaming and then 
fet about caring for him.

He had 
known me ‘tong enough to come at my 
least call, He was in good spirits when he 
entered the room, We drank together end 
talked of matters which concerned our- 
selves. We had a pleasant conversation 
until the revolver was introduced by 
chance,’ 

“We were not quarreling,” she added. “I 
had no cause to find fault with him. I would 
not shoot him. I may be drunk, but I am no 
fool. I am sorry, not because I have been 
put under arrest, but on account of Mr. 
Wright. I pity his family. He loved his two 
daughters, and this will almost break their 
hearts,” and the woman brushed away a 
tear, Oh, if I had only brought that bottle 
of whisky with me I would not mind be- 
ing in jail.”

There was not even a whisper in 
the neighborhood of anything wrong in her 
conduct. Wright was not Known by the 
ne'ghbors and her husband had deserted 
her before she took the house. 

She left the West Monroe street residence 
a year anc a half ago and lived for a while 
in Eighteenth street. Her drinking habits, 
it is said. had considerable influence in her 
abandoning the West Side residence. Last 
summer she went to Paw-Paw Lake. Her 
husband had reappeared in Chicago shortly 
before she went to the country and she par- 
tially re-established him in her affections 
and has been living with him at Paw- Paw. 

‘“‘He isn’t much,” she said yesterday...* ‘IT 
have him hired to work for me—to look 
after the place. I am building a little hote] 
there and have a couple of fishing boats 
that he looks after. Since I have been in 
Michigan I have been coming to Chicago 
about once a month. I have stopped at 
the Great Northern, the Briggs and the 
Clifton Houses.

Wright called this after- 
noon, and there was nothing eaid that in- 
dicated any trouble between them, either 
then or before he called.” 

Rufus Wright was one of Chicago’s most 
successful manufacturers. He was 68 years 
o.d and lived with his family at 1103 Wash- 
ington boulevard. The great commercial 
concern, of which he was treasurer, was 
created through the efforts of Mr. Wright. 
He started the manufacture of pneumatic 
tires with a lim'‘ted capital and ‘had built 
up an industry employing at present near- 
ly 20600 men. In moments when he was in- 
clined to exchange confidences he often 
told the story of his humble beginning. 

He started to make tires in a small room 
and there were not enough chairs in it to 
accommodate the men who were working 
with him. “I did not have much money,”’ 
he ig reported as having said, ‘“‘and many a 
time have I been obliged to put off my 
workmen for their pay. But often when 
they went out to dinner I stayed in the 
workshop and starved. And I am proud 
of the fact that every man who worked 
with me then {ts still in my employ to-day.” 

Mr. Wright had accumulated a great for- 
tune; he ranked with Chicago's m'llion- 
aries. He had two children. One of his 
daughters 's the wife of Fred W. Morgan, 
the resident of the firm Morgan & 
Wright the owner of the Pathfinder, the 
$75. vacht which has been the pride of 
Lake Michigan's yacntsmen.

PORTO RICO PICTURES. 


The photographs of Porto Rico women in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch give one a pleasing impression of the best life in 
that island. Assuredly we gain something by admitting such 
people to the protection of the American flag. 

But the accompanying story is not so pleasant. These people 
have been reduced to penury by the atrocious incompetence 
of a syndicate ridden government. Some of them, born and 
reared in plenty are actually receiving rations from the 
authorities. 

While the government at Washington has halted between 
“plain duty” and the menacing arguments of trust monopoly, 
business in Porto Rico has been at a standstill. No man 
dared to risk any transaction, not knowing just what its final 
terms might be. While it was uncertain whether the tariff 
would be 100 per cent or 50 or 15 no merchant felt justified in 
trading. The consequence is, exchange stopped, goods piled 
up in warehouses and the people fell from plenty to want, 
and then to beggary. 

This is the first chapter In imperialism. It Is not encourag- 
ing. A wise despot tries to make his subjects love him. We 
don’t take that trouble. We “propose to make what we can 
out of them,” as one statesman eloquently expressed it. Im- 
perialism of the American variety is not even gilded with 
glory. Itis a mere speculation interpreted in terms of dollars 


and cents. 
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The World's Fair of 1903 could be made to impress mankind 
as much as would a great war, and the impression would 
be vastly more beneficial. Let us do all that we can to 
bring about so desirable a result. 
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THE PARIS EXPOSITION. 


The account of the opening of the Paris Exposition, in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, was full and interesting. 

From their several points of view Ambassador Porter, Com- 
missioner Peck and Director Pickard told of the wonderful 
exhibition which In many respects surpasses the Columbian 
Exposition of 1893. President Loubet, through the Post-Dis- 
patch special correspondent, Henri Dumay, sent greeting to 
the American people and discoursed pleasantly on the pros- 
pects of the great fair and the place of such works in modern 
civilization.

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IS THE ATMOSPHERE THREATENED? 


Some thoughful men are asking whether or not modern in- 
ventive skill may not become a menace to human Iife by ex- 
hausting the life-giving properties of the atmosphere. 

For example, Prof. Pictet of Switzerland has discovered a 
method of extracting oxygen from the air. By this method 
it is promised that with an expenditure of 500 horse power 
500,000 cubic feet of oxygen can be obtained from the air. 
The commercial use of this oxygen will be to produce higher 
temperatures in furnaces, with a corresponding saving of fuel. 
In the process of combustion the oxygen will be converted 
into carbonic oxide, which is a poisonous gas. 

As the atmosphere belongs to the whole human race, per- 
haps an injunction would lie against the scientists and manu- 
facturers who propose to rob it of its life-giving properties. 
A decrease of oxygen means a diminution of vitality for al] 
men. We may have to take steps to protect the air. 

The earthquake-proof palace of the Crown Prince of Japan 
is to be built of American steel. If it can be shown that

WASHINGTON, April 16.—The cases in\ olving. the, Kentucky 
go\ érnorship were docketéd in the Uertited States Supteme Court | 
to-day. A brief statement in which counsel for both Taylor and 
Beckham joined, was filed at the same time, asking for an early 
hearing. In this agreed siatement, it is set forth that both Taylor

T. Burns was blamed and fined $@. After a 
Iv-minute delay the quintette got off to a 
good start, with Glen Lake showing the 
way Brodie was off second, followed dy 
The Conqueror, Thrive and Dramburg. 
Thrive passed the first half in :49t¢, lapped 
by The Conqueror. Both Crowhurst and 
Mutthews made extraordinary use of their 
mounts going up the back hill. and when 
fhurns got up in the few final strides to the 
wire he found two very weak horses at the 
finish. In a driving finish Burns landed 
rode a winner by a secant length from 
Thrive, who had bumped into the Con- 
queror, throwing the latter out of it at the 
last sixteenth pole.

“The organization should be compact and 
a working force.

“I don’t believe it would be wise to nom- 
inate an independent ticket.

WILLING WORKERS PRAYED AND 
SANG FOR A CONGREGATION 
OF PRISONERS. 


TWO HUNDRED. LISTENERS. 


Easter Sunday as It Was Celebrated 
in the Gloomy St. Louis 
Jail. 


There were no Easter bonnets there, no 
dresses built expressly for the occasion, 
and a guard patrolled the place armed 
with a big shot gun loaded with buck shot, 
ever on the alert for an outbreak, and yet 
it is doubtful if more impressive Easter 
services were held anywhere itn St. Louis 
Sunday than at the city jail. Two hun- 
dred prisoners attended. 

The jail is not an ideal place for relig- 
ious services and the surroundings are out 
of harmony with Easter ideas. yet much 
earnestness was manifested and those who 
conducted the services are hopeful that the 
work will bear fruit. 

The acoustic properties of the jail are 
about as bed as can be imagined. The roof 
is nearly 100 feet high’and echoes come 
from all directions and make a confusing 
sound when the voice is raised, 

A few minutes before 2:30 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon some of the trusties brought out 
a dozen benches and arranged them near 
the center of the jail yard. An organ was 


“A guard mounted the ‘tree,”’ 
gaunt steel structure in the center 
of ‘yard’ with its limbs reaching out 
in all directions, and took his sta- 
tion with a loaded shotgun in his 
hand.’’ 


Guards went to the 
cells occupied by the men and opened all 
of the doors. The prisoners, rejoicing at 
this temporary and abbreviated freedom, 
rushed out. 

Dozens of them began a restless pacing 
back and forth over the stone paved floor. 
Others rested in the sunlight that stream- 
ed through the mammoth windows in the 
roof. 

The jail rules prohibit the women from 
being on the floor with the men. Two 
dozen of these women prisoners gathered 
in front of their cell doors to listen. 

A guard mounted the ‘“tree,’’ a gaunt 
eteel structure in the center of the yard, 
with its limbs reaching out in all direc- 
tions, and t6o0k his station with a loaded 
shot gun ready to put a stop to any out- 
break that the prisoners might attempt. 

The men. black and white, placed them- 
selves wherever they chose. Some occvu- 
pied the benches, others lounged around 
on the floor, leaning up against the cells, 
while some few otners remained in their 
cell doors.

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TREATED FOR HYPNOTISM | 


Rare Case Recorded on the Books of 
the City Hospital Sunday After- 
noon—Negro Said He Was 
Hoodooed.

Dr. J. H. Boehm, who has charge of the 
ward in which Hawkins was placed, said: 

“I belleve the man is under hypnotic in- 
Negroes are very easily influenced 
by hypnotic suggestion. Hawkins had. not 
been drinking and I cannot account for 
his condition in any other maner.”’

OUGHLY CLEANED.

CUSTODIAN SMITH’S ORDERS. 


Treasury Department Instructs Him 
to Ask for Bids for an Improve- 
ment Which Has Long Been 
Needed. 


The movement to clean the exterior of 
the Federal building inaugurated by the 
Post-Dispatch some months ago, has suc- 
ceeded. 

The building will be washed. 

Custodian Charles H. Smith has been 
hoping for some time that the officials of 
the Treasury Department at Washington 
had become convinced of the necessity of 
renovating the outer walls of the massive 
but dirt-begrimed structure. Monday morn- 
ing he was delighted to receive a letter 
from J. K. Taylor, supervising architect 
of the Treasury, directing him to adver- 
tise for bids. 

These bids are to be only for cleaning 
and pointing the stone work, though from 
Mr. Taylor’s letter it is inferred that in- 


Structions to advertise for bids for paint- 
ing and repairs about the building will 
follow. 

Mr. Taylor directs ‘Mr. Smith to forward 
notice that bids are wanted to all re- 
sponsible local contractors. Mr. Taylor 
Suggests that bids for cleaing the building 
by the dry process be also asked for. 

“I will advertise for these bids at once,’ 
Mr. Smith told the Post-Dispatch, 
and I will try to have the contract let and 
the work begun as soon as I can under 
the regulations. I realize as much as any 
one how sadly the building needs a thor- 
ough cleaning and pointing. By pointing 
I mean the cleaning and fixing of the 
crevices ‘between the stones where the 
mortar is placed. The Federal building, 
when cleaned, will add to the beauty of 
the down town district considerably. I am 
very glad that I have been given the nec- 
essary authority to have it cleaned.” 

The agitation for the cleaning of the 
Federal building was begun by the Post- 
Dispatch several months ago. Federal olf- 
ficials and commercial bodies joined in tne 
movement. Inspectors were sent here from 
Washington and they filed reports favor- 
ing the scheme. There was considerable 
red tape about getting the project under 
way; but every one rejoices that the clean- 
ing is at last an assured fact.
